GENERAL BEMARKS. 


At the date of the’last report there was in the State Treasury, 
to the credit of the Library Fund, $487.70. Since that time there 
has been paid into the Treasury, as proceeds of sales of Supreme 
Court Reports, Laws, and duplicate books, $4,810.12. During 
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the same time there has been drawn from the Treasury $5,083.21, 
leaving a balance therein to the credit of the Library Fund $214.61. 
The Law Department of American Reports is now nearly com- 
plete, and probably will befentirely.so during the coming year. 
Some additions have been made to the Miscellaneous Department, 
but owing to the want of room and a desire to complete the Law 
Department, not much has been done in this direction. The An- 
nex to the Library in which are the miscellaneous documents of 
the various States and the Congress has been shelved and made 
ready for use during the sitting of the Legislature. I recommend 
such legislation as may be necessary to attach the rooms now occu- 
pied by the Secretary of State and Treasurer to the State Library, 
as soon as the new wing to the Capitol is completed and those 
rooms vacated. 


SUPREME COURT REPORTS. 


The Legislature at its last session made appropriations for print- 
ing of vols: 8, 9, 10, and 11 of Supreme Court Reports. Vol. 10 
is just completed, and vol. 11 will not be ready until the middle 
of next jyear; and as the appropriation act ends March 31, 1881, 
it will be necessary to make an appropriation for vol. 11 as well as 
volumes coming out during the two years ending March 31, 1883. 
It will also be necessary to make provisions for the printing of 
second editions of some of the volumes from the stereotype plates 
owned by the state, the first editions of which will probably be 
exhausted during the coming year.
